continent is disentangled because we 
have adhered to the Monroe doctrine. 
W e have escaped militarism, because 
we have kept out of 
the 
alliances 
which fostered it. 
And so. fortunate in our own un­ 
menaced “place in the sun,’’ fortunate 
in a history which set us right at ev­ 
ery point w here Europe went w rong; 
fortunate in our neighbors and in our 
isolation; and the proud head of the 
only constructive and peaceful in ter­ 
national relationship in the w orld— 
tin* Monroe doctrine— we were able to 
face Hie g reat cataclysm in calm ness, 
and it took no more wisdom and c h a r­ 
acter than we had to hold ourselves 
safe.-—C alifornia Outlook.
